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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the known 
prior art does not disclose or fairly teach an inflator comprising a hybrid multi-stage gas 
generator, the gas generator comprising: first and second pyrotechnic units; a chamber 
accommodating compressed gas; a gas outlet aperture located in a flow path from the 
chamber containing the compressed gas to the exterior of the inflator, the gas outlet 
aperture having an initial cross-section to define an initial gas flow area , the gas outlet 
aperture incorporating a deformable part configured to deform in response to a 
predetermined gas pressure within the chamber so as to increase the cross-section of 
the gas outlet aperture and thereby increase the gas flow area of the gas outlet . There 
is insufficient motivation to modify O'Loughlin et al.'s (US 5,794,973) rupture disk 102 
and aperture 60 arrangement with the flap/ tab elements 5 of Schnowitz et al. (US 
6,467,805), absent the use of impermissible hindsight reconstruction. O'Loughlin et al. 
dual state hybrid inflator works perfectly well without making any modification to the 
rupture disk 102 and aperture 60 arrangement. Similarly, the Dolling et al. (US 
6,786,507) reference cannot be properly used to modify O'Loughlin et al. to arrive at the 
applicants' invention because Dolling et al. discloses a rupture membrane arrangement 
that does not define a gas outlet aperture with an initial cross-section defining an initial 
gas flow area before the membrane 22 ruptures.
